Body of Missing Bay City 
Man Found by Hunters 


The body of a Bay City man who had been missing since Labor 
Day weekerid while on a berry picking outing in Beaver Creek 
Township was discovered about 7:30 a.m. Sunday by a young boy 
deer hunting. 

Bernard Glowiak, 65, had been the subject of a 7-day intensive 
search by approximately 250 people including. Crawford County 
Sheriff's deputies, Michigan State Police with tracking dogs, and 
three aircratt, of a 2 by 4 mile area, with a total area of 4 by 8 miles 
searched, 

Crawford County Sheriff Harold Hatfield said, Glowiak’s body 
was found about two miles south and about three-fourths of a mile 
east of the point he had been seen last September 2nd. 

The body was discovered by Duane Reinbold, 16, of Saginaw, 
Hunting with his tather and another man in the area the first two 
days of the season, according to officials. 

Because of an illness, Mr. Ci viak was unable to care for 
himsel!, and was last seen sitting in a car while his wife Geraldine, 
59, and a friend picked blueberries in the vicinity. 

No autopsy has been ordered because, “We are sure he died of 
aheart attack or exposure,” Hatfield said, We believe he died withia 
a4 hours of time he became lost because he was unahle to care 
for himself and the nights were “very cold” then. 

The area where the body was found had been filled with 3-foot 
high ferns. that had been knocked down by the snowfall that 
covered the county on Friday, and disappeared by Sunday, 
exposing the body, officers said.

| don’t profess to he any expert on the subject, however | can 
help people get some of their things in order. By having a good idea 
how yOu want {to distribute your property, tt makes the job of your 
attorney much easier. | emphasize the importance cf having your 
attorney tie it all together for you. For instance if the will is not 
written properly, it may not even be legal, and not carry out your 
wishes. 

There are tools for conveying property to heirs besides a will. A 
contract 1s one method. Life insurance and annuities are two 
examples of contracts. They designate who shali receive the 
penefits of the policy. it is important to check ance in a while to 
make Sure the beneficiary listed is still alive or is still the one you 
want to receive the insurance. 

If there is no beneficiary or if the beneficiary listed is dead, the 
imsurance becomes part of the estate and is probated along with the 
rest of the estate. By going through the estate, it will be subject to 
state inheritance tax. Insurance going directly to tne heir Is not 
subject to Michigan inheritance tax, hawever is subject to Federal 
tax. 

Joint ownership with rights of survivorship is another way of 
conveying property. This is direct without it becoming part of the 
estate which must be probated. It is not subject to Michiqan 
inheritance tax, but is subject to federal tax. 

As long as | am talking of inheritance taxes, | may as well 
mention the exemptions 

A surviving spouse has a $30,000 exemptions under ihe 
Michigan inheritance law. A federa! estate tax must be filed if the 
decedent leaves 2 gross estate of $60,000 or more. 

Some of the objectives of estate planning are: 1, Transfer 
property during tite while providing a sufficient, dependable 
income for you and your wife during retirement. 2. Reauce income 
and gift taxes. 3. Minimize state and federal taxes and estate 
setilernent costs. 4. Distribute property according to your wishes, 
providing equitable treatment of the surviving spouse and other 
heirs. 5. Prevent economic hardship for spouse and heirs from lack 
of money available for living expenses while waiting settlement of 
the estate. 6. Accomplish charitable acts, if desires. 7. Protect 
minor children in case both you and your wife die in a common 
accident, by naming a guardian. 8. Select a qualified executor.

Who would have thought that the death of a U.S. 
President might place in jeopardy a Constitutional 
‘right that he staunchly supported? Yet in the years 
since President John F. Kennedy's death, the 
campaign to limit and/or abolish private gun 
ownership in this nation has gained alarming 
momentum, as exemplified by passage of the 1968 Gun 
Control Act. 


have opposed such radical measures. In 1969, Mr. 
Kennedy is quoted by Illincis attorney Robert Kukla as 
saying, “by calling attention to a well-reguiated militia 
for the security of the nation, and the right of each 
citizen to keep and bear arms, our founding fathers 
recognized the essentially civilian nature of our 
economy...the Second Amendment...still remains an 
important declaration of our basic military-civilian 
+ relationships, in which every citizen musi be ready te 
' participate_in the defense of his country. For that 
reason | believe (it)...will always be important.” 

The wisdom of those words is more apparent 
today than ever. With gun thefts and crime on the rise, 
the national Gun Control Act and its counterparts in 
the various states have become a mockery. Somehow, 
lawbreakers always manage to sidestep legislation 
aimed at curbing crime. It makes no sense to hound the 
average, law-abiding citizen who owns firearms for 
sport or protection of home and business. The goal 
should be apprehension and punishment of the 
criminal rather than his potential victim.

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Ah, the American voter. How 
Strange and complex are his ways. 

Trying to figure out what really 
happened at the Nov. 5 election is 
almost as confusing as trying to 

“figure out who won the Michigan 
State-Ohio State football game. More 
mystifying yet in both cases is trying 
to figure out how or why. 

It was only two years ago that the 
American voter bestowed over-whel- 
ming approval on Richard M. Nixon 
and his Republican administration. 

The new broom the voter applied 
this year, sweeping almost everything 
in its path, indicates the storage 
twisis that ihe political trail cain take 
in a very short time. 

That's one reason it serves no 
purpose to handicap the 1976 presi- 
dential sweepstakes on the basis of 
1974 election returns. Who knows 
what will happen between now and 
then? 

In Michigan, the voter handed Gov. 
Bill Milliken a ‘loaded deck. 

“Hey, Gov.,” tne peopic seemed io 
say, “we like you and trusi you. But 
those Republicans you hang around 
with...no way, man! So get the job 
done with the guys from the other 
side of the tracks.” 

Which, | guess, is another way of 
saying the Michigan voter finds no 
magic in partisanship for its own 
sake. 

My own voting precinct apparently 
is not unlike most others in Michi- 
gan. Delta Township Precinct 2 
normally is heavy Republican. This 
year, we voted about 3-to-1 for 
Milliken, then crossed over to about 
3-to-1 for Democrats Frank Kelley 
and Richard Austin, then settled back 
to about even-up on_ legislative 
candidates (neither of whorn, inci- 
dentally, was an incumbent), and 
then favored Republicans on local 
races by about 3-to-2. 

So the voters elected a governor of 
one party, and at the same election 
gave him whopping opposition ma- 
jorities in both houses at the state 
legistature—24-14 in the Senate and

approval in prominent display. 

At the same time, Republican 
Milliken must approve whatever 
emerges from the capitol—or wear 
out his veto-signing arm in an 
unusual display of front office stiff- 
neckedness, a trait which has not 
been a Milliken hallmark so far in 
public service. 

In a word, the message the voters 
have sent to those in power in 
Lansing is this: Compromise. 

From a purely partisan standpoint, 
split responsibility between the legis- 
lative and executive branches has 
certain advantages; either party can 


eather tne 
blame the other for the state of affairs 


when it is bad, and claim solitary 
credit in the unlikely event the state 
of affairs should be good. 

The flip side to compromise is 
obstructionism. From time to time in 
the months ahead, Democrats Cer- 


_ tainly will attempt to make political 


hay out of the divided situation on the 
state capitol. So wilf Republicans. 


it will be a measure of either side's 


public responsibility as to whether 
progress through comproriise on the 
one hand, or stalemate through 
obstruction on the other, gains the 


upper hand. 


Several years back, Democratic 
Gov. G. Mennen Williams was being 
elected with regularity by the voters, 
who at the same time returned year 
after year solid Republican majorities 
to both state Senate and state House. 

There were those who argued that 
ihe voters were shrewder than might 
appear on the surface, and that the 
voters had much more in mind than 
simple but perverse delight in be- 
asi public officials with built-in 

"they argued that the voters really 
didn't trust either party, and by 
putting one set of rascals in the 
governor's office, and another set of 
rascals in the legislative branch, the 
public would be safe from both. 

The historical record is not cleaz on 
how this logic may have worked for 
the pubiic good. 

But maybe that’s what happened 
then, and maybe that’s what is 
happening again in the 1974 Michigan 
election.

Tweive northern Michigan cil- 
ies were represented in Grayling 
on Tuesday, November 12, at a 
Northern Area Meeting called by 
the League of Women Voters of 
Michigan. League Presidents 
and leaders from Grand Trav- 
erse Area, Manistee, Cadillac- 
Wexford, Midiand, Mt. Pleasant, 
Gratiot County, Alpena, Sagi- 
naw and Bay County were 
included. 

Conference topics for the all 
day session at Chief Shoppena- 
gon’s Motor Hote! were: Action 
program, Individual member 
participation and Voters’ Ser- 
vice. 

Citlzen participation in gov- 
ernment is basic to the demo- 
cratic process and is therefore 
the cornerstone of the League's 
political purpose. In November 
and October, prior to the elec- 
tion, Leagues all over Michigan 
distributed over 250,060 copies 
of the Voters’ Guide, which 
contained in-depth, nonpartisan 
information on candidates for 
ali state offices and ballot 
proposals. The Guides were 
distributed to citizens as a 
public service to encourage 
greater voter turn out on elec- 
tion day. 

The League acts in the public 
interest on political issues, to 
open up the électoral ana other 
government processes, to make 
facts on the issues more acces- 
sible to citizens, and warks to 
protect the right of every citizen 
to vote. Whatever the issue, the 
League believes that govern- 
meni poiicy, programs and per- 
formance must meet these 
criteria: competent personnel 
with clear responsibilities, co- 
ordination among agencies and 
levels of government, adequate 
financing, effective enforcement 
and well defined channels for 
citizen input and review. 

Like government, the League 
functions on four levels: Local, 
regional, state and national. 
Members of a local League are 
also members of the state ana 
national organizations. Select- 
ed government issues are chos- 
en by the members for study, 
concensus and action. 

The League of Women Voters 
is a nonpartisan political or- 
ganization whose purpose is to 
encourage citizens to partici- 
pate actively in government and 
politics. It is “grassroots” be- 
cause members are the decision 
makers, it ls political because it 
takes action on a wide variety of 
governmental Issues, and it is 
nonpartisan because it does not 
support or oppose candidates 
or parties. 

Membership is open to all 
citizens 18 years or older. More 
information about League mem- 
bership may be obtained by 
writing to: Mrs. Gerald Haber- 
land, Northern Area Coordina- 
tor, League of Women Voters of 
Michigan, 5113 S. Maple Grove 
Court, Bay City, Ml.

One of the most important 
and toughest issues facing the 
legislature when it reconvenes 
is the tssue of what to do about 
the state's tax structure as the 
result of voter repeal of the 
sales tax on food and drugs. 

Since the voters repealed this 
tax In the November 5th elec- 
tion, news reports have been 
saying all kinds of things. For 
example, we have read and 
heard in the media that: 

—Supermarkets will have to 
increase prices by five percent 
to enable them to purchase new 
equipiietii, 

—tt will take the consumer 
much longer to get through a 
check-out lane because food 
and non-food items have to be 
separated. 

—There will be an increase in 
some other kind of tax to 
replace lost revenue. 

—There will not be an in- 
crease in taxes to replace lost 
revenue. 

The Treasury Department has 
been swamped with inquiries 
concerning methods of dealing 
with the non-tax on food and 
drugs and persons asking for a 
definition of food and non-food 
items. 

Both the House and Senate 
Fiscal Agencies in reports sub- 
mitted to the House Taxation 
Committee ouiline a plan by 
which the state could absorb 
the loss of revenue from the 
repeal of sales tax on food and 
drugs. That loss is expected to 
be $80 miilion this fiscal year 
and $200 million next year. 

The fiscal agencies’ reports 
indicate the state can further 
reduce its current expenditures, 
avoid a tax increase in 1975-76 
and cover a relatively smail gap 
between income and expendi- 
tures through borrowing from 
various state funds or other 
sources. 

Senate Fiscal Agency of- 
ficlais recommend a tight bud- 
get policy, to which House 
Renublicane have ahuave been 
committed, with a combination 
of short range proposals that 
could allow sufficient time for 
revenue growth to again sur- 
Pass expenditures. 

The House report recom- 
mends a hard-nosed acmini- 
Sitative approach io siaie

House, Representative Martin 
Buth of Grand Rapids, who Is 
Republican Vice-Chairman of 
the House Taxation Committee 
has previously said that cuts 
will likely come in the state 
schoo! aid, welfare and higher 
education areas. 

Article V. Section 20 of the 
Michigan Constitution states: 
“The Governor, with approval of 
the appropriating committees of 
the House and Senate, shall 
reduce expenditures authorized 
by appropriations whenever it 
appears that actual revenues for 
a fiscal period will fal! below the 
revenue estimates on which 
appropriations for that period 
were based. 

Elsewhere in the section the 
governor is barred from cutting 
spending for the legislative or 
judicial branches or from “funds 
constitutionally dedicated for 
specific purposes.” 

Needless to say, the decis- 
ions we will have to make as a 
result of the repeal are going to 
be tough ones.
